vember next, that quantity of tobacco which ought to have been aflefled on them in the years 1766 and
1767, under the act of 1765, ch. 37, neither that'a&, nor the aét of 1769, ch. 13, having been complied
with. ~ Atid- thie'juftices of the faid two countiss are to affefs on the faid parifh, at three equal afleflments,
beginning at the period aforefaid, their -refpetive parts of 160,000lb. of tobacco.
